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The co-op program allowed 
juniors and seniors to work part- 
time while attending school part 
of the day. 

To be eligible for the co-op 
program, a student had to be 
enrolled in one of the following 
classes: Marketing or Advanced 
Marketing; Agriculture; Busi- 
ness, (Word Processing, Office 
Administration | or II, Office Spe- 
cialist, Accounting or Advanced 
Accounting, or Computer Infor- 
mation Systems); Health Occu- 
pations, (or Health Assistant II). 

Students selected for the pro- 
gram must have maintained a 
“C” average in every class, have 
possession of a driver’s license 
before school starts, and have 
had less than seven absences 
the preceding semester. 

To be accepted for the pro- 
gram students completed a writ- 
ten application, along with 


teacher/employer recommen- 
dations, or a teacher evaluation 
form, to be turned into the 
coordinator. 

Over 200 students partici- 
pated in this program, which 
benefited most of them and over 
100 employers. Mrs. Bowers, 
C.O.E (Cooperative Office 
Eduation) coordinator said, “The 
same program was offered when 
| was in school. (It was called 
V.O.T. back then) | feel it is a 
SUCCESS.” 

“| like co-op. | think it is a good 
program to have in school. It’s 
good hands-on training for when 
you get out of school,” remarked 
senior Leslie David. 

Tommy Bower also com- 
mented onthe program. “Co-op 
is good because the people 
co-oping can get hands-on ex- 
perience of what they learned in 
the classroom.” 


Apprenticeships and intern- 
ships, like the co-op program, 
allowed students to pursue a 
career atthe same time as work- 
ing toward a high school di- 
ploma. Apprentices from the 
high school were paid while 
learning on the job. Interns, 
although they received one 
credit when finished, were not 
usually paid for doing their jobs. 

An elective open to seniors 
was the Volunteer Public Ser- 
vice course. The students 
worked 150 unpaid hours and 
received one credit. The stu- 
dents usually did work for and 
in neighboring schools helping 
teachers and students.
